Ind., president 
of the Prison Physicians' Association 
and First Juieutenant in the -Medical 
Reserve Corps. United States Army. 
Dr. Bowers got his information from 
a study of 100 cases of criminals in 
the Indiana Penitentiary, all of whom 
had been returned to the penitentiary 
at least four times. In all of the 100 
cases there were G97 convictions lor a 
total period of 1,221 years.

due to insanity/' said Dr. Bowers.

erimnality 
comes 


around and they return to the peni- 
tentiary. 


"It has been found that So per cent, 


of the men who repeatedly violate the 
rules of the prison are mentally un- 
balanced. 
I have become convinced 


that the prison populations are com- 
posed of deteriorated and defective in- 
dividuals who fall below the average 
physical and mental standards. 
I be- 


lieve we do find the stigma of de- 
generation 
among 
prisioners 
with 


greater frequency than in equal num- 
ber of civilians living at liberty. 


ON INSANITY S BORDERLAND. 
"The constitutionally inferior class 


has an unsatisfied craving for con- 
tinual excitement and lives close "to 
the border line of insanity. The wan- 
derlust calls strongly to them, and the 
railroad detectives are constantly on 
the watch for them. There are hun- 
dreds of them now roaming about com- 
mitting petty crimes. To make these 
men straight we would have to cor- 
rect environment, direct the channels 
of their thought and give them an oc- 
cupation which would afford them a 
reasonable amount of excitement." 


Dr. C. F. Xeu of Indianapolis read a 


paper recommending some means of 
preventing the defective from propa- 
gating. 


"Our 
laws do not bar the feeble 


minded from marrying." he said. 
"'Thousands of the mentally defective 
epileptics and inebriates are allowed 
such freedom that they become a men- 
ace to society." 


"If we are to get anywhere in pre- 


venting the increase of cases of men- 
tal deficiencies." said Dr. Albert E. 
Sterne of Indianapolis, "we must di- 
vorce our professional ideas from all 
this maudlin sentiment. The trouble 
has been that the medical profession, 
whenever it sets out to do something 
for the good of humanity, is met with 
the objection that the object is a 
selfish one, that toe medical men ex- 
pect to get something for themselves. 


"It is folly to conduct our institu- 


tions as we now do \inless we want to 
increase our liabilities 
enormously. 


Already the cost of them in five years 
would build the Panama Canal. It is 
a big business proposition. 
We are 


begetting more and more defectives 
on account of our kid glove manner of 
handling the situation. There are two 
•ways to meet this problem. One is to 
make this class incapable of propa- 
gating its kind. The other is for the 
State to take charge of the defectives 
and keep them so that they will be 
unable to increase."

XFORD, OHIO, population, 2,750.is now having the painful experience 
though repairs are made and newants do unquestionably wear out, even 
of realizing that electric light pi machinery added from time to time. 


According to an investigator for this magazine. Oxtord, in common with 
nearly all communities, ignored the ravaging item of depreciation, and con- 
tinue to charge electric light rates little more than sufficient to meet the 
bare cost of operation. 


These rates while not excessively low—iu effect 12 cents per wilowatc hour 


for 90 kilowatt hours or less per year, and 10 cents for all in excess of this 
quantity—are nevertheless insufficient to pay operating expenses, bond in- 
terest, sinking fund requirements and to recompense for lost taxes. 
In 


fact they have failed to do this by a good margin, and now the community 
finds itself confronted with the necessity of spending SS.500 upon its manu- 
facturing plant, and should spend something like $8,000 upon its distribut- 
ing system to make it safe and serviceable. This rehabilitation is necessary 
despite improvements from time to time during the twenty-five years life of 
the enterprise. 


So far as tne waterworks is concerned, it has been even less of a financial 


success, and engineers employed by Oxford say that improvements costing 
§15.000 must be made in order to afford adequate fire protection and permit 
the use of municipally owned electric po%ver at the water works pumping 
station. The two plants have been entirely separate, and recently the vil- 
lage employed the Smith &. Boulay Company. Engieers. of Toledo, to inves- 
tigate the practicability of using electric power for pumping. The report of 
this firm relates concisely the obsolete condition of the plants and recom- 
mends the scrapping of all the antiquated generating machinery of the elec- 
tric station and the replacement of all but one of the engines. 


In the face of twenty-five years of supposedly '"successful" municipal own- 


ership the council fears that an additional bond issue would not find favor 
with the voters, and is trying to devise a, method of raising the necessary 
funds without submitting the question to the people. There is apparently 
no hope or expectation that the light and water enterprises can -earn the 
funds. Taxes raised, to retire the 325.000 bonds originally issued to build, tea 
electric plant, seem to have discouraged any such aspirations. Xot only the 
bonds themselves, but the interest thereon, were paid by the taxpayers, zhe 
plant never even pretending to earn enough to meet these charges. 
Our 


investigator estimates that the expense of retiring the bonds pnd mieresi 
has just about offset the value of the municipal 
street 
lighting. 
Bonds 


amounting to 86.500, issued m 1900 ana 1906 for extensions ana deprecia- 
tion, are still outstanding. The enure v/aterworks bond, issue of 325,000 re- 
mains unpaid. 


In order to make the best possible financial showing for itself 
Oxford 


charges up irs street arc lamps at S70 a year each—this for a moonlight 
schedule to midnight only. There is probably no privately owned central sta- 
tion companj* in the country -which would have the nerve even to suggest 
such, an outrageous price. 


Our investigator states that the fixed expenses of the electric plant plus 


the operating expenses exceeded the revenue in 1913 by 15 per cent. •Jrhica 
means that the electric light rates are just that much belo~ the true cost 
price. He finds that the charge for water service is 55 per cent, too small 
to cover expenses, including the fbced. charges. 


The book value or original cost of the existing electric plant is liberally 


estimated at S2S.OOO; that of the water works at S25.0UO or a total of 853,- 
0010. Oxford, is now confronted with, the necessity of finding and spending 
the following additional amounts in order to make the plants efficient:
